Edmonton Police have bid Can¬ 
ada'* first ever charge connected 
to a “paper terrorism" campaign. 

Allen Boisjoli, d 5, ofVegreville 
is charged with intimidation of 
a justice official. 

Police allege Boisjoli at¬ 
tempted to place a $225,000 
lien on a police officer'* personal 
property after that polite offi¬ 
cer gave him a speeding ticket 
in May 2015. 

They said while others have 
been charged with intimidation 
before, they believe this is the 
first time a charge has been 
linked to unlawful paperwork. 

Del. Etae Gerrard said the 
documents freemen present 
have no legal force, but are 


meant to overwhelm people in 
the system so they drop the case, 
freemen or Sovereign Citizens 
reject the notion that current 
laws have any force over them. 

"The freemen, and Mr. Bois¬ 
joli in particular in this case, 
they use a plethora of docu¬ 
ments that mean absolutely 
nothing. They're just cutting 
and pasting from all over the 
internet.” he said. 

The investigation, based in Ed¬ 
monton as that's where Boisjoli 
filed his documents, took eight 
months to complete, but Ger- 
rard said it was worth pursuing. 

“When we look at people who 
me attempting to subvert our ere 
tine criminal justice system for 
their own ends, then we have to 
see that its very serious," he said. 

Gerrard said he hopes the 
charge sends a message to 
people who espouse the Free¬ 
men ideology. “We have toler¬ 
ated the freemen and the Sover¬ 
eign Citizens to a certain extent 
and now that level of tolerance 
has come to an end. 4 '

An Edmonton countertop com¬ 
pany has a new sign, but it 
doesn't promote their marble 
or granite products — it cele¬ 
brates their Jove of the Oilers. 

When the team left North¬ 
lands Coliseum earlier this year, 
the massive Oilers sign on the 


exterior of the arena was one of 
the things that wouldn't make 
it to Rogers Place. 

That’s the sign that MGS 
Company bought — for an un¬ 
disclosed amount — and then 
mounted on its 
building. 

Angela He, co¬ 
owner of MGS, 
said when she 
and her col¬ 
leagues saw the 
sign up for auc¬ 
tion they jumped. 

“We are die¬ 
hard fans of the Oilers. We don ': 
miss any games. We don't miss 
anything with the Oilers," she 
said. 

She declined to say how 
much the company paid for 


the sign, but said they were 
eager to show their support 
for the team. 

She added it was extra special 
to be able to get a piece of the 
Oilers history. 

“That's the one 
that is coming off 
the wall and it's 
been hanging up 
there for many 
years." He said. 

The outdoor 
sign was the lar¬ 
gest item in a 
long list of mem¬ 
orabilia the Oilers sold when 
they Left the building, including 
the dressing room carpet and 
items from the weight room. 

All proceeds went to charity. 

MGS also bought a tin sign 


celebrating the team's 25th an¬ 
niversary, which they've hung 
in the main concourse inside 
of its building. 

When the larger sign was in¬ 
stalled outside of the company's 
office they added the line “Die 
hard fans of the Edmonton Oil¬ 
ers" below it, 

“IPs exEictly what we are Eind 
it's exactly the reason that we 
bought it," He said of the fin¬ 
ished product. 

She said having the sign 
there isn’t a marketing gim¬ 
mick, as they don't do retail 
sales, dealing mostly with new 
homebuyers.

Empty hospital space 
won't be used for detox

Though there’s about 22 NHL- 
sized hockey rinks of empty 
space sitting in Calgary’s major 
hospitals, the province is reluc¬ 
tant to immediately develop it 
for detox purposes as demand 
for treatment beds remains high 
with Alberta's fentanyl epidemic. 

Harlier this month, ,Alberta 
liberal Leader JDr. David Swann 
urged the government to call 
el state of emergency over the 
growing number of Alberta's 
fentanyi-related deaths. He sug¬ 
gested empty hospital space 
could be used immediately to 
treat more addicts. 

The empty space, known as 
“shelled-in space," can be de¬ 
veloped. “but would require a 
significant amount of work to 
make it usable treatment space." 
according to Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices (AHS). 

The space is enclosed by an 
exterior building shell, but un¬ 
finished inside. It also allows 
for future development to ex¬ 
pand services a nd programs de¬ 
pending on needs. AHS said. Lidd¬ 
ing the practice makes economic 
sense and saves tax dollars. 

There is currently an esti¬ 
mated 35,167 square metres 
of shelled-in space at Calgary 
facilities, which includes 7,750 
square metres at the Peter 
Lougheed Centre (PLiQ, 2.940 
squEire metres at the Foothills 
Medical Centre McCaig Pavil¬ 
ion, 15.377 square metres at 
the South Health Campus and 
9,100 square metres at Rocky- 
view General Hospital. 


In total, that would equEil to 
about 6.6 NFL fields. 

On Wednesday, Swann again 
said the government should call 
a public health state of emer¬ 
gency over the fentanyl crisis. 

He said the shelled spELce is 
a good example of resources 
available that don’t require sig¬ 
nificant additional spending. 

“Jt ls shocking we have this 
kind of room for beds and treat¬ 
ment while people are dying on 
the street," Swann said. 

However, Associate Minister 
of Health Brandy Payne said the 
government works closely with 
AHS to make the best use of 
the shelled space by addressing 
needs considered most critical 
by local communities. 

Though lityne didn't provide 
any specific future plans to turn 
shelled space into detox space. 
AHS said proposed plans for its 
future use include a short-slay 
mental-health unit at the PLC. 

Other proposed plans at the 
PLC include the expansion of 
the emergency department and 
ambulance bays, and the de¬ 
velopment of the hemodialysis 
unit, laboratory and pharmacy 
facilities. Payne also highlighted 
the government's 517 million it 
spent on addictions treatment, 
spaces and counselling. ELn in¬ 
crease of S3 million compared 
to previous years. 

“We know we’re dealing with 
a heEilth crisis with fentanyl," 
she said, “and we need to work 
together to combat this crisis." 

There have also been more 
than 40O reported opioid-over¬ 
dose reversals via naloxone kits, 
Payne Etddecl, saying that's more 
than 400 families who are not 
losing ei loved one.

An Edmonton man says Rogers 
Place needs to improve aco?ss 
to the new facility for people in 
wheelchairs. 

Elian Jones, who uses a wheel¬ 
chair, said getting in and out of 
the arena during the Dolly 1'aiton 
conceit last weekend nuide for 
"an incredibly trying evening." 

After picking up his tickets, 
Jones said arena staff informed 
him that the seats he'd purchased 
in the wheelchair-accessible area 
were full. 

Instead, he said he wasjgiven 
seats in another section. 

Around 15 minutes later, Jones 
said, a security guard approached 
him and told him he would have 
to move again because he was 
blocking the aisle, which consti- 


mted a fire hazard. 

"There was no, "Were going 
to move you here 1 or no explana¬ 
tion.” he said. “It was done very' 
poorly, and basically, rudely." 

Jones was eventually moved to 
another section in the floor-area 
of t he a re me 

Some of the elevators were also 


not working, which led to crowd¬ 
ing in the hallways, Jones added. 

Steinunn Parsons, assistant 
general manager of guest experi¬ 
ence and events at Rogers Place, 
stud accessibility is important 
to stiff. 

“We did a tour last week with 
the AAC (accessibility' advisory' 


committee], we’ve had a provin¬ 
cial consulhint in the building, so 
it's something that we care about 
and we're sincerely sorry that 
guest experienced that," she said. 

People are encouraged to con¬ 
tact Rogers Place directly with 
any feedback. Parsons said, add¬ 
ing that staff is constantly being

briefed to improve guest experi¬ 
ence. 

There are currently 73 wheel¬ 
chair accessible seats and an¬ 
other 73 for companions in the 
building. 

It's “unfortunate - that Jones 
h;td a negative experience and 
he raises important issues that 
need to be looked at, said Zachary 
Weeks, with the city's accessibility 
advisory committee. 

“We understand with a project 
of this magnitude that there are 
going to be some growing pains 
and some things that need to be 
worked out," said Weeks, who 
was one of the committee mem¬ 
bers who toured the new arena 
last week. 

Jones said facilities in place to 
assist people in wheelchairs aren't 
working adequately yet. 

“The reality, at least from what 
1 saw the other night, they 1 've got 
a lot of work to do.”

The University of Alberta has 
jumped 30 spots ahead of its 
ranking last year in the top 200 
universities of the world, accord¬ 
ing to the latest Times Higher 
Education magazine ratings. 

The university ranked 107th 
out of 9S0 global institutions in 
the magazine's university ratings 
up from 13 7th place List yea r. 

A boost in standings came 
from Improved scores in teach¬ 
ing. international outlook, in¬ 
dustry outlook, industry income, 
research and citations.

The Alberta government is 
tasting a wide net to find 
people to serve on agencies, 
boards, and commissions. 

Finance Minister Joe Ceci 
announced Wednesday the 
province has launched a new 
website to inform people 
about the boards, including 
a way for Albertans to apply 
for board positions. 

Ceci said under the for¬ 
mer Progressive Conservative 
government, job openings 
were only reported piece¬ 
meal among select groups of 
people, resulting too often 
in "insiders recruiting other 
insiders.” 

Ceci said I he new process 
will deliver a stronger more 


representative pool of ap¬ 
plicants. 

He said applicants will be 
vetted and shortlisted by a 
panel of government and 
industry officials to ensure 
the best candidates are 
found. 

More than half the govern¬ 
ment's budget is spent by 
arm‘s-tength agencies boards 
and commissions. 

The lion's share of that is 
by Alberta Health Services, 
the agency that funds and de¬ 
livers front-line health care. 

"It is imperative that we 
have good people directing 
that work." said Ceci. 

The website is part of a 
broader reform plan under¬ 
taken by Premier Rachel 
Not ley's government to de¬ 
termine if taxpayers are get¬ 
ting value for money for the 
boards, and to make board 
salaries and recruitment prac¬ 
tices fairer, more open, and 
transparent.

Wireless alerts 
could come soon

Mobile phone alerts warning 
Canadians of life-threatening 
emergencies in their area could 
be available within two years, 
wireless industry representa¬ 
tives say. 

A version of the mobile ELlerts, 
in place in the United States 
since 2012. was used on Monday 
to warn New York-area residents 
o f Ahmad Khan Kahami. the 
2S-year-old suspected in a pair 
of weekend bombings. 

New York Mayor Hill DeBLn- 
sio said afterwards the mobile 
warnings were “very helpful 
in this instance, getting that 
message out broadly, putting 


everyone on alert." 

The alerts are similar to brief 
test messages, explaining in Few¬ 
er than 90 characters what the 
emergency is and w r hat action, 
if any, should he taken. Users 
receive a visual notification on 
their screen and a ring that is 
specific to emergency alerts — 
if their cellphone's soLind is on. 

The Canadian EadioAdeydsion 
and Telecommunications Com¬ 
mission (CKTCj is examining 
the possibility of wireless pub¬ 
lic emergency alerts warning 
Camidians of severe weather, 
emergencies involving crime, 
as well as environmental or in¬ 
dustrial threats. 

A handful of federal depart¬ 
ments ELte funding a pilot project 
in Durham, Region to gauge the 
technical function of. mid user 
response to, the alerts. 

beginning in April, approxi¬ 
mately 2D mock alerts were sent 
to designated group of mobile 


users, comprising about 100 
emergency responders, stu¬ 
dents. small business-owners 
and people with special needs 
such as hearing impairment. 

After each message, recipients 
were asked to complete a survey 
Eibnut their experience. The final 
test alert was sent Wednesday. 

Data collected during the pi¬ 
lot project will be turned over to 
the CKTC and a working group 
of federal and provincial emer¬ 
gency officials, who will deter¬ 
mine the next steps, said Tyler 
Cashion, owner of a telecom 
business contracted to help lead 
the test program. 

The Canadian Wireless Tele¬ 
communications Association, 
which represents Bell. Rog¬ 
ers, Telus and nearly 100 other 
wireless carriers and technology 
firms, said the public alerting 
system should be mandatory for 
all Canadian wireless CEtrriers.

A Halifax high school football 
player who made headlines 
around North America for be¬ 
ing the first trans player on his 
team says he was let go from 
McDonald's, partly due lo that 
media attention. 

Kenny Cooley, a 17-year-old 
student at Halifax West, said 
two days after his story first 
appeared in Metro on iept. 12 
he was called into the McDon¬ 
ald’s on the Bedford Highway 
where he'd worked since April 
Cooley said he was told that 
his employment was being ter¬ 
minated ’’one because of the 
media, and tw r o because we 
had some schedule mishaps,'* 
he said during an interview 
Wednesday. 

When asked about Cooley's 


dismissal on Wednesday, a Mc¬ 
Donald's spokesperson for¬ 
warded an emailed statement 
from the owner operator. Bob 
Smith.

Three of Canada's big banks have 
registered nearly 2,000 offshore 
companies and private founda¬ 
tions in the Caribbean tax haven 
of the Bahamas, according to 
newly-leaked corporate records 
obtained exclusively in Canada 
by the Toronto Star and the CBQ 
Kadio-Canada. 

KBC, CiBC and Scotiabank ap¬ 
pear conspicuously throughout 
the database of 175.500 corpor¬ 
ate registrations on the island 
nation, which has earned an 
international reputation as one 
of the most secretive financial 
jurisdictions in the world. 

According to the data. KBC 
registered &47 companies, CIBC 
registered 632 and Scotia bank 
registered 431 in the Bahamas 
between 1990 and this past May. 

The leaked records provide 
details behind the intimate re¬ 
lationship Canada's banks hiwe 
forged with island tax havens 
over the past five decades. 

There are legitimate reasons 


for setting up corporations off 
shore in traditional Lax havens. 
,And there is no evidence of any 
illegal activity in the corporate 
registration records, which were 
obtained through a leak to the 
International Consortium ofln- 
vestigative Journalists (ICIJ} and 
German newspaper Suddeutsche 
Zeitung and shared with the To¬ 
ronto Star and the CBC. 

“Why are there so many com¬ 
panies registered and such a 
high volume in a jurisdiction 
that doesn’t have the population 
base or the economy to support 


porate governance expert and 
professor at Harvard and York

.411 three hanks defended their 
Bahamian business by saying 
they employ strict controls and 
monitor accounts to detect any 
sign of illegal activity. 

The Bahamas has been a par- 
ticular concern for international 
watchdogs. 

“T he Bahamas is the worst of 
the worst," says Mark Morris, 
an independent tax consultant 
based in Zurich who specializes 


in international tax agreements. 

Unlike 103 oilier countries, 
including well known tax ha¬ 
vens, the Bahamas has. to date, 
refused to sign a global treaty 
that the OECD calls the '"most 
powerful instrument against 
offshore tax evasion and avoid¬ 
ance." 

for over a century. Canadian 
bank executives have played an 
instrumental role in shaping the 
banking laws in tax havens, said 
Alain Deneault, a professor at 
the Universite de Montreal and 
author of Offshore : I'ax Havens 
and the Rule of Global Crime. 

Starting in the early 19th Cen¬ 
tury and right through to the 
establishment of the modern 
offshore system in the 1960s, 
Deneault says, “Canadian banks 
customized the legislation in 
Caribbean tax havens for their 
purposes: they are states made 
to allow large companies and 
wealthy individuals to avoid 
paying tax."

Prime Minister Justin Tru¬ 
deau's UN speech this week 
held two opportunities; His r 
to impress the world with a 
Canadian-branded optimism 
[he did), and the media's, to 
tear down his sunny rhetoric 
(they pounced). 

But I have a question for all 
those painting the speech as 
""boy scout" fluff: Are you mad 
that it v/as unspecific* that it 
was positive, or that, in reality, 
Trudeau's Walk is far behind 
his talk?

Cutting down Trudeau's 
optimism with abandon 
I eaves the door open for rhet¬ 
oric far more perverse and far 
more damaging, In the U.S., 
reporters are struggling with 
the fact that in so thoroughly 
ripping Hillary Clinton's past to 
shreds they've made it harder 
to see that she is, despite her 
serious and many flaws., not 
even in the same stratosphere 
of terrifying as Donald Trump* 
who has received scrutiny but 
less than his share. 

Again, ft's the inability to 
deal in degrees, To communi¬ 
cate what is rotten, with¬ 
out suggesting that what's 
ha If- spoi lea is com pa ra ble 
to what's already a gooey 
decomposing mess. It's the 
inability to take seriously what 
might actually do us some 
good in a candidate* or leader. 

Trudeau's failures are and 
will he well documented* as 
they should he. But that is no 
reason to cackle as we vandal¬ 
ise the things he's doing right.

In a world where women ten¬ 
nis players are often included 
in “Hot 10(T lists and a Google 
Image search of the Women’s 
[National Basketball Association 
turns up a “pretty players" cat¬ 
egory. female athletes are still 
severely under-represented. 
Ignored, even. 

'things are slowly improving. 
Women's soccer and hockey 
teams have started gaining mo¬ 
mentum thanks to strong North 


American Olympic runs. There 
are now female coaches in the 
NFL and NHL And this summer, 
baseball players Kelsie Whit¬ 
more and Stacy Piagno were 
signed to the Sonoma Stamp¬ 
ers: the first time a woman was 
admitted to the MLB since three 
women played in the 1950s 
Negro Leagues. 

But it's on television where 
real change may be happen¬ 
ing. This fall. Female athletic 
representation on TV kicks up 
a notch thanks to the new Fox 
series Pitch, from creators Dan 
Fogelman (Crazy. Stupid Love) 
and Kick Singer (Younger). 

It premieres Thursday at 9 
p.m. on Global. 

The show, which is already 
getting a lot of pre-premiere 
buzz;, revolves around Major 
League Baseball pitcher Ginny 
Baker (Canadian Kylie Banbury). 
In the pilot she's called up to 


the big leagues for a highly pub¬ 
licized debut but gets into her 
own head and buckles under 
the massive pressure. 

“It's one thing to be the team 
that called up the first woman," 
actor Mark Gonsuelos say’s in 
the pilot. “It's another thing 
to be the team that picked the 
wrong woman and turned this 
entire thing into a disaster.” 

The sentiment could apply 
to Fox itself, which took a risk 
investing in a series about a 
female ballplayer. If it tanks 
in the ratings, there are those 
who would argue that females 
don't belong in “male” sports 
in general. 

It's that sort of reasoning 
that makes Pitch's critical and 
ratings success key for female 
athletes itching for future op¬ 
portunities. 

In the past there have been a 
small handful of series revolv¬ 


ing around women in sport 
I Make It or Break It’s gymnasts 
vying for the Olympics or the 
short-lived 1993 sitcom Phenom 
about a 15-yea r-old pro tennis 
player, for example). But they've 
tended to focus on teenage audi¬ 
ences rather than being more 
encompassing adult dramas, 
'lhat could be why none of them 
have garnered the type of pub¬ 
licity that Pitch has received, 
a feat that automatically ups 
the ante come premiere time. 

Unfortunately, the pilot does 
have its kinks. While Bunbury 
is perfectly CEist as the lead Eind 
has obviously spent time nailing 
the mechanics of throwing a 
baseball, her origin story could 
use some work. There's too 
much emphasis on her father 
I actor Michael Beach) driving 
her to succeed and not enough 
focus her own motivations and 
desires. This is a woman who 


has supposedly grown up lov¬ 
ing the game; it’s important 
to showcase thEit joy and not 
drown it in a political state¬ 
ment. 

Co-star Mark-Paul Gosselaar 
has done a great job ditching 
his Zack Morris persona thanks 
to a heavy beard (he's unrecog¬ 
nizable). but there are hints at 
a spark between his character 
and Ginny that threaten to de¬ 
rail the whole thing. If we're 
trying to get away from sexual- 
izing female athletes, throwing 
a romance into the mix doesn’t 
exactly jive. Not to mention it 
plays into the idea that women 
can’t just be buddies with male 
teammates. 

Bui for all the kinks, there's 
a solid foundation that could ac¬ 
tually make a difference in pub¬ 
lic perception about women in 
sport and baseball in particular. 

Pitch includes naysayers who 


believe women shouldn’t mix 
with men in the pros. At the 
end of the first hour, the an- 
lagonists have been painted 
as chauvinistic and ignorant. 

Having MLB behind the ser¬ 
ies helps, as it elIIows for the 
use of real uniforms and logos 
to lend the series authenticity. 
Future instillments are expected 
to feature cameos from real- 
life ball stars, something that 
helps build excitement with 
baseball fans. 

Ginny Baker isn’t the hero of 
each game [in some cases she's 
the goat), but she’s el full-fledged 
team member who has become 
a hero to many watching her. 

If this is indeed “a true stoiy 
on the verge of happening,” as 
the show’s tag line suggests, 
having a well-rounded char¬ 
acter at the centre can help 
prep an audience for a real-life 
milestone.

Lots of people like to whine 
about how little they use math 
in real life. Hut in real life, math 
is constantly using us — or at 
least, our data — and most of 
the time, we don't even know it. 

A decade ago, American math 
professor Cathy O’Neil left her 
job i n a cade mia to become a 
"quant* at a hedge fund, a job 
she says made her feel dirty. 

She realized that a silent 
technological revolution was 
going on deep in compu ter code. 
Sophisticated, often secret math¬ 
ematical formulas, called algo¬ 
rithms, are making decisions 
about people’s lives — from 
employment to teacher evalua¬ 
tion to how long your phone 
company keeps you on hold. 

One particularly egregious ex¬ 


ample: recidivism scores. These 
mathematical models use per¬ 
sonal and demographic data to 
predict how likely a convict is 
to reoffend. 

A higher score equals a longer 
sentence. But the data you feed 
the computer to get the score — 
like the crime rate in a person’s 
neighbourhood, and whether 
they have friends and family 
with criminal records —varies 
widely by race and class. 

Metro spoke to Cathy O'Neil 
about the “weapons of math 
destruction' 1 she believes are 
threatening democracy and so¬ 
cial equality.

ACC faces hurdles in relocating title game 


There's a lot for the Atlantic 
Coast Conference to sort out 
between now and December 
— on and off the field. 

But the biggest quesnon loom¬ 
ing over the league is where die 
Atlantic and Coastal division 
winners will meet in the title 
game, after it was pulled from 
Charlotte over concerns about 
a state law that limits the pro¬ 
tections of LGBT people.

tificates. It also excludes gender 


iden tity and sex¬ 
ual orientation 
from local and 
statewide anti¬ 
discrimination 
protections. 

in announ¬ 
cing the deci¬ 
sion to relocate 
the title game, 
ACC commis- 
sionerjohn Swa¬ 
fford called the 
process of mak¬ 
ing such a move in only 2-1/2 
months "our next challenge.” 
“Certainly, there’s a short 


timeframe in transitioning some 
of our championships, the foot¬ 
ball championship logistically 
being the most difficult,” Swof- 
foid said. “Rut when you're mak¬ 
ing decisions on principle, you 
don't pick and choose in terms 
of specific championships.” 

Charlotte had been a suc¬ 
cessful host the past six years, 
drawing an average crowd of 
nearly 70.000.
